paper, “is in

trend toward a totalitarian form of govern­ 
m ent and has no place in a free America. 
“The only inference to be gained by a 
study of the proposal is that O'Conor is 
saying, in substance, that our duly elected 
legislators do not have enough brains to 
perform their legislative functions, hence 
the necessity of a ‘state war council * 
“The 
proposed 
seven-m an 
council 
would give the governor the right to con­ 
firm or reject any action of the war council, 
w hich, of course would m ean setting him 
up as a dictator’ pure and simple. 
“In view of the narrow escape from 
defeat suffered by the governor In the last 
election 
he should know M arylanders are 
not wildly enthusiastic about his abilities, 
and for that reason, are content to abide 
bv the decisions of our duly constituted

G overnm ent Bureaus 
Should Be Curbed 


IF the economic stabilization director 
can put a lim it of $25,000 a year on salaries, 
he can set the ceiling at any level. 
If he 
has the authority to put a lim it of $25,000 
on incom es, he has authority over all sa l­ 
aries and wages. 
Under the general em ergency powers 
granted to the president, Mr, Roosevelt 
established the War Labor Board 
It is 
now assum ing to say that a w age-eam er 
may be compelled against his w ishes to 
join a labor union, and even that he may 
be compelled to join a particular union, 
and th at he m ay be forced to pay dues 
to a union by having the am ount deducted 
from his pay. 
If it has that power, it has 
practically totalitarian power over a vital 
elem ent in the country's economy. 
These and other questions have revived 
interest in the bill to take the last word in 
such m atters from the bureaus and provide 
for court reviews of bureau orders. 
The 
bureaus have forced this question on the 
country by taking advantage of the war 
em ergency 
to 
expend 
th*% 
cam paign 
against free enterprise and individual lib­ 
erty. 
They are openly trying to thw art the 
will of the people as expressed in the recent 
election. 
The new Congress may abolish m any 
of the 130 bureaus that have been set up 
in the ten years since the New Deal took 
over 
But it should also pass a bill to check 
the bureaus — som e such bill as the W alter- 
Logan bill, w hich the president vetoed two 
years ago 
If these bureaus are not legally re­ 
fr a in e d before the peace comes, they may 
rob the country- of much of the benefit 
of m ilitary victory.
